By no 
stretch of the imagination would such a formula 
"make business progress possible.” The United 
States is finding that out to its sorrow. Specifically. 
Mr. Bennett, if elected to office, would caH a special 
session of Parliament lo deal with the problem. Thai 
would cost the country something like ♦2,000,000; 
it would be a talk feat, and the probability is that 
the upshot of it would be another general election— 
with nothing done in the meantime—at a further cost 
to die taxpayers of about ♦3.000.000. And a fin* 
advertisement Canada would get out of it! 

Mr. King. on the other hand, proposes a busi¬ 
ness conference that obviously would lift the whole 
problem out of the political arena. In the meantime, 
Mr. Bennett and his followsrs. professing such solici¬ 
tude for the development of the home market, have 
not made a single suggestion that the Canadian people 
themselves might help matters considerably by buying 
Canadian goods in preference to the many commodities 
this country at present imports from the United States.
